SUBJECT: POST -BREZHNEV AND WARSAW PACT GLEANINGS

1 . NATO AMBASSADORS MET DECEMBER 1 TO COMPARE SO FAR 
FAIRLY SLIM PICKINGS SINCE LAST WEEK. BRITISH 
AMBASSADOR, WHO HAD BRIEF OPPORTUNITY TO QUIZ FOREIGN 
MINISTER MACOVESCU, QUOTED LATTER AS SAYING THERE WAS 
NOTHING REALLY NEW IN EITHER BREZHNEV OR WARSAW PACT 
CONTEXTS AND THAT ROMANIANS HAD GIVEN NOTHING AWAY. 
MACOVESCU MAINTAINED BOTH FOREIGN MINISTERS COMMITTEE 
AND SECRETARIAT WERE REALLY FORMULIZATIONS OF EARLIER 
ADMITTEDLY SPORADIC PRACTICES. THE FOREIGN MINISTERS 

HE CLAIMED MIGHT MEET MORE OFTEN THAN IN THE PAST BUT 
NOT NECESSARILY SO. AS FOR THE SECRETARIAT IT WOULD 
NOT BE A PERMANENT MECHANISM BUT WOULD BE CONSTITUTED 
AD HOC TO PREPARE FOR PCC OR FOREIGN MINISTERS MEETINGS 
AND SOMEONE FROM EACH COUNTRY WOULD BE SENT AHEAD OF 
TIME TO THE SITE OF THE MEETING. (COMMENT: EAST GERMAN 
AMBASSADOR QUOTED ALSO AS SAYING SECRETARIAT LOCATION WILL 
ROTATE.) WHEN BRITISH AMBASSADOR ASKED WHETHER THE 
PROPOSED INCREASED CONSULTATIONS IN THEMSELVES WOULD 
NOT LEAD TO CONSTRICTIONS ON ROMANIAN FREEDOM OF 
ACTION, SAY ON CSCE, MACOVESCU REPLIED THAT NOTHING 
WOULD CHANGE AND IN FACT ROMANIA HOPED TO EXPAND ITS 
BILATERAL CONSULTATIONS WITH ALL EUROPEAN STATES. 

2. MACOVESCU AVOID DIRECT RESPONSE TO QUESTION 
ON EFFECT OF WP SUMMIT ON ROMANIA’S RELATIONS WITH 
NON-ALIGNED, SAYING ONLY THAT NON-ALIGNED SHOULD BE 
PLEASED THAT WP STATEMENT CONTAINED FIRST FORMAL 
RECOGNITION IN WP DOCUMENT OF IMPORTANCE OF NON- 
ALIGNED, WHICH REPRESENTS A REAL CHANGE IN SOVIET 
ATTITUDES. (COMMENT: MOCOVESCU IT SEEMS TO US 
EXAGGERATES SOMEWHAT THE DEGREE OF CHANGE SINCE 
1974 THOUGH THIS YEAR THERE IS REFERENCE TO ACTUAL 
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COOPERATION BETWEEN SOCIALIST COUNTRIES AND THE 
NON-ALIGNED. BOTH WE AND SEVERAL OTHER NATOP 
EMBASSIES HAVE BEEN TOLD BY NON ALIGNED COUNTERPARTS 
THAT ROMANIA'S BEING HOST TO WP MEETING, AGREEING 
TO INTENSIFIED CONSULTATIONS WITH ITS PACT PARTNERS, 

CREATION OF FOREIGN MINISTERS' COMMITTEE AND 
SECRETARIAT WILL REINFORMCE HAND OF CUBANS AND 
INDIANS WHO OPPOSED ROMANIAN OBSERVER STATUS AND 
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IN ANY CASE WILL NOT HELP ROMANIAN IMAGE WITH 
MOVEMENT AS A WHOLE. PRACTICAL EFFORT. IN OUR 
JUDGMENT HOWEVER, LIKELY TO BE LIMITED BOTH 
BECAUSE OF WHAT WILL BE ROMANIAN EFFORTS TO 
STRESS CONTENT RATHER THAN FORM AND BECAUSE NO 
MAJOR NON-ALIGNED MEETINGS SCHEDULED FOR SOME 
TIME.) 

3. YUGOLSAV AMBASSADOR DODIK TOLD AMBASSADOR 
THAT HIS EARLIER CONCERNS OVER POSSIBLE RAILWAY 
LINKS BETWEEN THE USSR AND BULGARIA (BUCHAREST 
6880) AND ROMANIAN PARTICIPATION IN MANEUVERS 
HAD EVAPORATED BUT HE ADMITTED TO BEING PER 
MANENTLY WORRIED OVER HOW MUCH PRESSURE ROMANIA 
COULD TAKE IN THE LONG TERM AND THEREFORE KEPT 
LOOKING FOR SIGNS OF ACCOMMODATION. HIS CURRENT 
CONCERN IS THAT THE FOREIGN MINISTERS' COMMITTEE 

AND SECRETARIAT, HOWEVER HARMLESS THEY MAY ACTUALLY 
BE (OR INTENDED TO BE BY ROMANIANS) WILL BE USED 
RELENTLESSLY BY SOVIETS TO ENFORCE GREATER 
DISCIPLINE. CHINESE HERE HAVE EXPRESSED SOME 
APPREHENSION AS HAS YUGOSLAV AMBASSADOR. ON 
MANEUVERS QUESTION, SENIOR RCP CC MEMBER MIHNEA 
GHEORGHIU TOLD DANISH AMBASSADOR THAT ROMANIA 
HAD NOT AND WOULD NOT CHANGE ITS NON-PARTICIPATION 
APPROACH. 

4. CONTRARY TO VIEW EXPRESSED BY GERMAN MFA OFFICIAL 
IN BONN 20297, GERMAN AMBASSADOR REPORTED THAT BONN 
FORESEES INCREASED PROBLEM OVER BERLIN IN LIGHT OF 
WP DELC ARATION . ROMANIAN POSITION, WHICH HAD BEGUN 
TO HARDEN LAST YEAR, HAS HARDENED STILL FURTHER IN 
LAST FEW MONTHS, AS EXEMPLIFIED BY DRAFT ROMANIAN 
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PROPSAL FOR CULTURAL AGREEMENT WITH FRG WHICH 
ENTIRELY OMITTED ANY REFERENCE TO BERLIN. 

5. IZVESTIYA COMMENT (MOSCOW 18707) ON TRADE 
INCREASE IN CURRENT FIVE-YEAR PLAN OF 70 PERCENT IS 
SAME FIGURE USED EARLIER BY ROMANIAN MEDIA (BUCHAREST 
0228) AS RESULTING FROM PLAN COORDINATION PROTOCAL OF 
NOVEMBER 1975. ALL SIGNES HERE SO FAR POINT TO SAME 
CONCLUSION AS THAT REACHED BY EMBASSY MOSCOW 

THAT NOTHING YET HAS HAPPENED IN THE TRADE FIELD. 

6. SOVIETS HERE HAVE BEEN RATHER RESTRAINED AND 
NON-COMMITTAL IN THEIR COMMENTS ON LAST WEEK'S 
EVENTS. SOVIET COUNSELOR, FOR EXAMPLE, QUOTED AS 
COMPLAINING ABOUT "LACK OF COORDINATED APPLAUSE” 
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AT FRIENDSHIP MEETING AND AS BEING IN GENERAL 
CRITICAL OF ROMANIAN ORGANIZATION EFFORT. 

7. COMMENT: CONSENSUS AT THIS STATE OF NATO 
AMBASSADORS IS THAT BREZHNEV-CEAUSESCU MEETING 
WAS A STAND-OFF, THOUGH FRG AMBASSADOR INCLINED 
TO THINK WP REQUIREMENTS FOR SOLIDARITY TIP 
BALANCE IN SOVIET FAVOR. ALL AGREE THAT ROMANIANS 
BOTH IN TERMS OF PUBLIC HANDLING AND PRIVATELY 
ARE DOINB BEST TO CREATE IMPRESSION THAT NOTHING, 
ABSOLUTELY NOTHING HAS CHANGED OF SUBSTANCE. IF 
THIS IS TRUE, IT MAY ALSO UNFORTUNATELY BE TRUE 
FOR THOSE ROMANIANS WHO HAVE EXPRESSED THE HOPE 
THAT WITH BETTER ROMANIAN-SOVIET ATMOSPHERE MAYBE 
INTERNAL RESTRICTIONS WLL BE RELAXED SOMEWHAT.
